The  proj¬ 
ect,  originally  devoted  to  resurrecting 
classical  gems  of  our  heritage,  comple¬ 
mented  our  congregation’s  longstand¬ 
ing  reputation  of  leadership  in  commis¬ 
sioning  new  music  for  the  Sabbath  Eve 
liturgy  by  famous  contemporary  com¬ 
posers.

It  really  was  something  quite  beautiful 
the  way  that  our  Hebrew  School  chil¬ 
dren  celebrated  Tu  B’Shvat,  the  New 
Year  for  the  Trees  this  winter.  I  am  sure 
that  this  “Seder”  in  the  Sefardic  tradition 
will  become  a  permanent  feature  of  our 
celebrations  in  the  future. 

I  feel  that  Tu  B’Shvat  affords  us  an 
opportunity  to  remember  a  great 
European  rabbi  whose  love  of  nature  was 
the  source  of  many  of  his  scholarly  writ¬ 
ings.  The  Encyclopedia  Judaica  has  an 
informative  article  on  his  life. 

Largely  forgotten  in  our  own  times, 
the  name  of  Rabbi  Immanuel  Loew  was 
legendary  among  Hungarian  Jews.  In

1878  he  became  rabbi  of  Szeged.  The 
synagogue  in  that  town  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  in  the  world  and  was  built 
in  1903  according  to  his  plans. 

During  the  “white  terror”  revolution 
in  Hungary  (1920-21),  Loew  was  impris¬ 
oned  for  13  months  for  a  supposed  state¬ 
ment  made  against  the  fascist  dictator 
Admiral  Horthy.  While  in  jail  he  worked 
on  his  four-volume  work,  Die  Flora  der 


Juden.  In  these  books  he  thoroughly 
delved  into  flora  terminology  in  Hebrew 
and  Aramaic  writings  of  different  peri¬ 
ods.  He  also  interested  himself  in  other 
aspects  of  nature.  His  last  manuscript 
was  called  Mineralien  der  Juden,  which 
was  not  originally  published  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  reason.  When  the  Germans  occu¬ 
pied  Hungary  in  1944,  just  after  his  90th

birthday,  he  was  sent  to  work  in  a  brick 
factory.  Later  he  was  put  on  a  deportation 
train,  but  freed  by  Zionist  partisans.  He 
died  of  natural  causes  later  that  year. 

The  Jewish  people  have  always  loved 
nature.  Our  celebration  of  a  New  Year  for 
Trees  in  the  depth  of  winter  reminds  us  of 
our  loyalty  to  conservancy  and  the  envi¬ 
ronment,  even  when  we  may  be  suffering 
oppression.  We  anxiously  await  the 
Messiah,  but,  according  to  the  Talmud, 
even  his  coming  cannot  be  acknowledged 
if  we  are  in  the  act  of  planting  a  tree.  The 
dedicated  life  of  Rabbi  Immanuel  Loew 
personifies  this  love  of  the  earth  in  spite 
of  the  persecution  he  endured.

Notes  From  the  Edmond  de 
Rothschild  Library 

Book  of  the  Month:  The  Golems  of 
Gotham,  by  Thane  Rosenbaum 

Many  years  have  passed  since  Oliver 
Levin-a  best  selling  mystery  writer  and  a 
lifetime  sufferer  from  blocked  emo- 
tions-has  given  any  thought  to  his  par¬ 
ents.  Not  to  their  double  suicide  inside  a 
Miami  synagogue,  not  to  the  horrors 
they  endured  in  the  Nazi  concentration 
camps.  He  also  hasn’t  thought  much 
about  his  wife,  who  vanished  inexplica¬ 
bly  a  decade  earlier.  Now,  after  years  of 
uninterrupted  literary  output,  Oliver 
Levin  finds  himself  blocked  as  a  writer 
too. 

The  only  person  aware  of  Oliver’s 
anguish  is  his  teenage  daughter,  Ariel, 
who  lives  with  him  on  Edgar  Allan  Poe 
Street  in  Manhattan,  longing  for  the 
grandparents  she  never  knew  and  the 
mother  she  never  had.  An  amateur  kab- 
balist  and  suddenly  a  klezmer  violin  vir¬ 
tuoso,  Ariel  sets  out  to  rescue  her  father 
from  his  demons  and  denial  by  sum¬ 
moning  the  people  who  she  thinks  hold 
the  key  to  Oliver’s  emotional  black  hole- 
his  dead  parents,  Rose  and  Lothar. 

Inspired  by  the  tale  of  the  Golem  of 
Prague,  Ariel  resurrects  her  grandpar¬ 
ents  as  creatures  of  rescue,  but  they 
come  back  as  ghosts  with  a  plan  of  their 
own.  Moreover,  they  don’t  come  back 
alone;  their  entourage  includes  six 
famous  writers-all,  including  Primo 
Levi  and  Jerzy  Kosinski,  Holocaust  sur¬ 
vivors  and  suicide  victims. 

Trekking  through  the  surreal,  mil¬ 
lennial  landscape,  the  Golems  of 
Gotham  transform  Manhattan  and  take 
Ariel  and  Oliver  on  an  achingly  symbol¬ 
ic  and  hilarious  journey  that  confronts 
the  mysteries  and  the  conflicted  legacy 
left  to  the  post-Holocaust  world. 

Highly  original  and  deeply  insight¬ 
ful,  The  Golems  of  Gotham  is  a  novel  of 
moral  philosophy  that  explores  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  art  and  atrocity,  the 
artist’s  romance  with  madness  and  his 
responsibility  to  history.  Part  ghost 
story,  part  mystery,  it  offers  lasting  com¬ 
mentary  on  the  preservation  and  rein¬ 
vention  of  memory,  and  the  power  of  the 
mind  to  conjure  both  its  own  prison  and 
liberation.
